FARMING IN PENNSYLVANIA. 


The theory which is sometimes ad 


•vanced that Pennsylvania farm values 
are fulling, many a tract formerly in 
crops being abandoned by the owners as 
neither saleable uor profitable for eon 
tinned cultivation, will suffer some shock 
from the census report. It is clearly 
demonstrable that farm values have de 
elined. Land by the acre is worth less 
money, families which were accounted 
•wealthy a geuerr.tion ago are reduced t> 
comparative penury, sr,d we must go ti 
Illinois or Iowa to ilnd farms that ari 
quoted at the money pric.e agriculture 
land used to bring in Eastern Pennsy! 
•vania. 


Nevertheless, among all the countie 


of the various States, Lancaster county 
in Pennsylvania, still leads !n the valu- 
of farm builiv.rigs, in the value of agri 
cultural products and in gross incom 
:from the farms. There lire many coun 
•ties of a much greater area, but it is thi 
.•fertile, well-tilled district in Pennsjl 
•vania which bolds the flrst place, farm 
buildings being valued at $23,147,820 
l.unual product at 412,613,415, and gros 
income at 49,210 143. Closely following 
jTjiiccaster cc;;uf.y in the value of it 
] arm buildings come Montgomery, Ches 
lar. Bucks and Burke, so that if tbi 
I eighborhood has gone backward in som 
c ireotions as an agricultural region ther 
Sue compensations which still keep i 
i.ell in advance of newer districts com 
nonly believed to be more favored b 
tature. Tbere are counties in whic 
some one crop, sucb as wheat or corn 
i a,y be raised more advantageously tha: 
in Lancaster, but there seems to la nou 
in whicb so many different crops ar 
made to contribute to the total yield 
We sea aeie the results of an iutensiv 
system of farming where laud is care 
fully employed, not for the productlo 
of one grain, but various grains, fruits 
vegetables, grfsses, tobacco and farn 
ausmals, reaching all told 11 value 
more than $12,000,000 annually, an enor 
i ous sum of money to be secured from 
1 ne soil of a district whose area fa on! 
t(>5 square miles. 


The agricultural pre-eminence of thi 


neighborhood is (argely due to the Indus 
try and fru,;al habits of the Pennsy 
Yauia Dutch. With them a farm is no 
an investment; it is a home, and the 
live and work there because they kno 
nothing else and desire nothing else 
The farms whicb are abandoned or ar 
sacrificed at sale are those that the own 
ers do not caro t.o use. They belong t 
sons who ate without rural genius ac 
fail to Qnd the contentment in countr 
life thtir fathers did. They must be c-ft 
to town, and when they go they leav 
their estates at tha mercy of tenants o 
laborers. The methods by which result 
are achieved in Lancaster, JJorks an 
Montgomery counties are quite diff aren 
There tha farmer rtsides withiu sight o 
his barn, traverses his own lands, ar. 
he, his wife and his sons and daughter 
are the farm bunds, the women helyin 
in the dairies, if not in the open tielda 
That is the system under which farmia 
may still be made to pay. 
It is th 


method by which the fanner succeeds i 
Europe, and to an increasing extent, a 
population increases, it must became th 
method in this country. Thosti (or whoui 
farming seems too laborious and demeai 
im* must be eliminated if agriculture 
bti.'l to bs it si'ccesoful and lucrative pui 
suit.—Philv Times.

Berks county, in a talk on potato grow 
ing, said: 


"This yriT I only yut out an ordlnar 


planting of ; itatoes, E3 I do not believ 
iu overworking a thing rnere'y beoaas 
there happened to be a short yield las 
year. Tlse farmers I know in my end o 
the county took the same practical 
of ihu situation. It used to be said tha 
u man could clear his farm in thre 
years by raising potatoes alone, but tha 
would leave a farm on his hanc 
that was practically worthless, and h 
would have to begin over again. 


"The trouble with raising potatoe 


i-'onu is that they provide no feed for th 
st ICK, uo straw for your manure, leav 
no roots in the ground, and drain th 
soil thoroughly. 


"1 have been quite fortunate with po 


tHtoes, and attribute this to 
uiy seed."
